RECEIVES MESSAGE | 


Five Thousand Mexican 
Cavalrymen Also Re- 
ported Hot on Trail of 
Villa—Recent Massacre 
Report Is Denied. 


Juarez, Mexico, December 3.—Ef- 
forts were made tonight by civil 
and military officials here to ob- 
tain official information regarding 
the reported capture of Francisco 
Villa, near Parral, announced today 
ina message received by P. W. Ca- 
ballero, superintendent of the Na- 
‘tional Railways of Mexico, for Chi- 
huahua, who is here on an inspec- 
tion trip. Thus far no confirmation 
of the report has been received. 

The first word of the reported 
capture was given to the Associ- 
‘ated Press by Ssen™® Caballero, Later 
it was explained that the report 
had come from a telegraph opera- 
tor at Parral, by way of Jimenez 
and Chihuahua City, and thence to 
Juarez. 

Ignacio Bonillas, Mexican ambas- 
gador at Washington, telegraphed 
Andres G. Garcia, Mexican consul 
general at El Paso, asking confir- 
mation of the rumor, Senor Garcia 
replied that he was pushing strenu- 
ously to obtain official advices, and 
that he would advise the Mexican 


Membassy as soon as he succeeded. 


General Is Confident. 

Feneral J. Gonzalo Escobar, com- 
mander of the Juarez district, said 
that he had dispatched a telegram 
to General Manuel M. Dieguez, 
mander of military operations in the 
north, who ig now freported to be 
in Jimenez, Chihuahua. General! 
Dieguez has a force of 17,000 oper- 
ating in the northern zone, it 
said. 

“If Villa has not been captured 
now—and I have strong hopes that 
he has been—he will be caught soon 
—within two months at the outside,” 
General Escobar said.

Juarez, Mexico, December 3.— 
Francisco Villa has been captured 
by a force of his own men and is 
being held for a reward from the 
Mexican government, according -to 
the advices received here late today 
by Superintendent Caballero. 

Two Villa rebels are reported to 
have presented themselves at the 
federal headquarters at Parral and 
notified the commander there that 
Villa had been captured and was be- 
ing held for surrender to the Car- 
ranza forces. The state of Chihua- 
hua has already offered fifty thou- 
sand pesos as reward. 

Military to Confer. 


Mexican officials here expressed 
the opinion that General Monzalo 
Escobar, commander of the Juarez 
district, would proceed immediately 
to Chihuahua City for a conference 
with military officials. 

Although the advices received by 
Caballero gave no details of the in- 
cident, it is Known that a detach- 
ment of federal forces has been sent 
from Parra] to the place indicated 
by the two Villa rebels. 

So far as is known, the only of- 
fer of reward for the apprehension 
of Villa has been made by the state 
government of Chihuahua, 


MEXICAN CAVALRY

Paris, December 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Germany is will- 
ing to Sign the protocol putting the 
peace treaty into effect the mo- 
ment certain clauses objectionable 
to her in the protocol are elimi- 
nated, Baron Kurt von  Lersner, 
head of the German delegation here, 
told the Associated Press this aft- 
ernoon. 

When the German plenipotentiary 
was shown the statement given out 
this morning that on Monday he 
had informed l’aul Dutasta, secre- 
tary of the peace conference, Ger- 
many had decided not to sign the 
protocol, Baron von Lersner said: 

“T have full 
protocol and am ready to sign it 


at any moment when the questio. 
of Scara Flow is eliminated and re-

“We have represented to the su- 
preme council,” he continued, “what 
we consider ample proofs that the 
German government is not respon- 
sible for the sinking of the ships 
at Scapa Flow, and yet in order 
not to delay the final conclusion of 


| peace we will submit the matter to 


The Hague tribunal.” 

The German plenipotentiary point- 
ed out that the paragraphs of the 
protocol to which his government 
objected were additions to the pro- 
tocol as provided for in.wthe peace 
treaty. While it was not true, he 
Said, that Germany was seeking to 
profit from any circumstances to 
delay making the peace effective. 
She did not consider it possible to 
sign the additional clauses to the 
protocol unconditionally. 

It was learned today that Baron 
Kurt von Lersner, head of the Ger- 
man delegation here, called on Sec- 
retary Dutasta, of the conference, 
On Monday and told him that Ger- 
many had made such a decision, 

Confirms Reports. 

This attitude is taken as confirm- 
ing reports of a sharp reaction in 
Germany within the last fortnight. 
Trained observers of German de- 
velopments have expressed to mem- 


bers of the peace conference the 
view that there has been a com- 
rlete transformation of the situa- 
tion in Germany and that it is due 
to the failure of the United States 
Senate to ratify the peace treaty. 

These observers declare that 
while the vast majority of the Ger- 
mans before the senate’s adjourn- 
ment, desired the peace sae rati- 
fied as soon as possible, they are 
now supporting the government's 
attitude in resisting the demands of 
the allies for indemnity for the 
sinking of the German fleet at 
Scapa Flow, recompense for which 
was provided in the protocol. 

The question upon which the 
German representatives here, how- 
ever, appear most sensitive, is the 


j insistence upon the trial of German 


efficers accused of the commission 
of crimes in France and Belgium. 

Thus far, it is stated, no indica- 
tions have reached Paris of any 
disposition of the part of the Ger- 
mans to modify their attitude. 

The supreme council decided today 
to extend, until December 9, the time 
allowed Rumania in which to remit 
a reply to the hatest allied note. 


Washington, ‘December 3.—Refu- 
sal of the Germans to sign the pro- 
tocol will not interefere with the 
departure of the American peace del- 
egation from Paris, it was said to- 
day at the state department. The 
American mission will leave Paris 
December 9, and Ambassador Wal- 
lace will be empowered to act for 
the United States thereafter.

Information charging criminal 
contempt of court was filed in the 
United States district court here 
against 84 international and district 
officers of the United Mine Workers 
of America named in the court in- 
junction issued immediately after 
the strike was called, and capiases 
requiring their appearance.to answer 
the charges were issued late today. 
It is alleged that all of the officers 
have conspired to keep the strike 
in forcesand thus have violated the 
terms of the injunction.

Acting President John L. Lewis, 
Secretary-Treasurer William Green, 
Percy Tetlow, sta ‘ian, and Hillis 
Searles, editor of The United Mine 
Workers’ Journal, the only officials 
of the organization in Indianapolis, 
were n: ified of the action taken and 
agreed to report in court tomorrow 
to furnish bond, fixed at $10,000 by 
Federal Judge A. F. Anderson. 
Other officials in the jurisdiction of 
the federal court here, who include 
Edward Stewat and William Mitch, 
of Terre Haute, officials of district 
No. 11 of the mine workers, will be 
servedassoon as possible, -:overn- 
ment officials stat:d, and all will 
be required to appear at 10 o’eclock 
next Tuesday morning for hearings.

Action in Calling for Re- 
ports Significant in That 
Coal Committee Has 
Power to Confiscate 
Stocks if Necessary. 


Chairman S. L Yerkes, of the 
southern regional coal committee, 
last night sent out a call to all per- 
sons or organizations in the south- 
ern region having stocks of coal 
amountin gto 1,000.or more tons, 
to render an immediate report to 
the committtee showing the supply 
on hand. 

This call upon the regional coai 
chairman is -.significant from the 
fact that the United States fucl 
administration under its powers de- 
rived from thé Lever act and the 
proclamations of the president, has 
power to confiscate coal for distri- 
tution. for the public safety and 
welfare. 

It was not stated by the commit- 
tee whether or not this power would 
be revived and invoked by the re- 
gional chairman, who is acting with 
authority and under the jurisdiction 
the federal fuel administration, but 
it is believed that should the miners 
continue their réfusal to work the 
coal mines the situation will be- 
come so acute that coal now being 
held for steam and other industiral 
purposes will be confiscated for do- 
mestic anc vital consumption. 

Interpret Regulations. 

The regional coal committee last 
night gave out’ a number of inter- 
pretations with reference to the ap- 
plication of the recent fuel conserv- 
ation regulations, which are pro- 
duced in full in another place. 

Atlanta Not Helped. 

Betause of the fact that the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company 
supplements its production of hy- 
dro-electric power with current de- 
rived from an auxiliary steam plant, 
users 9f electric lights, power and 
heat generated by that company are 
not affected by the order given out 
Wednesday by the southern region- 
al coal committee giving consum- 
ers of electric current nade entire- 
ly by water power the right to use 
light and power at any time. 

This means that Atlanta and a 
large number of the cities of Geor- 
gia and other southern states that 
use power made by ths Georgia 

and Power company as

Order Is Modificd. 

In view of evidence that many 
of the public utilities and private 
plants in the south are being oper- 
ated exclusively by hydro-electric 
power, the committee Wednesday 
afternoon made effective the fol- 
lowing supplement to the fuel con- 
servation regulations: 

—e “That industries, stores 
and business houses dependent 
exclusively upon hydro-electric 
current in the generation of 
which no coal, wood or gas is 
consumed, may open or operate 
out of the hours fixed in the 
fuel conservation regulations; 
provided, that no coal, wood or 
gas, or heat, or lights, or power 
generated by coal, wood or gas, 
are used during such additional 
hours. The regulations as pre- 
viously announced continue to 
apply fully to consumers of 
electric current supplied by 
utilities operating auxiliary 
plants consuming coal, wood or 
gas, o* which «btain current 
trom other util! ties using coal, 
wood or gas

Citizens Urge Necessity 
of Work. 


The Fulton county commission 
Wednesday aftegnoon took under 
consideration “the request of the city 
of, Atlanta that the county assume 
the entire cost of the widening and 
paving of Spring street from Ma 
rietta street to North avenue and 
Will hold a special meeting Satur- 
day afternoon at 1 o’clock, when the 
commission will give the city a defi- 
nite answer in regard to the addi- 
tional work the county has been re- 
quested to do. 

Mayor Key, who with the street 
committee of council to represent 
the city. appeared before the com- 
mission Wednesday, declared that 
the city was so fixed financial- 
ly that it could not take on any new 


projects oc developments for 1920, 
and members of the commission as- 
serted that the @ounty was in a 
Similar financial condition and if 
the coOmmission undertook to as- 
sume the entire cost of the wock 
cn Spring street that no other work 
could be done by the county for. the 
year. Memberg of the commission 
expressed surprise that the city 
should ask for additiona) assistance 
when the county had ainpady agreed 
to regrade and pave theistreet with 
concrete if the city would ook after 
the remainder of the work. 

A delegation of citizens also ap- 
peared before the board and united 
in urging speedy completion of the 
Spring street project so that traffic 
now so badly congested in the city’s 
north and south Thoroughfares 
might be relieved as soon as pogsi- 
ble. 

Will Consider Request. 

Last month the county agreed 
that it would regrade and »ave the 
Street, which it is estimated would 
cost $200,000, the work specified 
for the city to do was the building 
of retaining walls, the readjust- 
ments of water mains, sewers and 
sidewalks, which it was estimated 
would cost $227,999, the total work 
to cost $427,000. The commissioners 
stated that they thought the matt?2r 
had been settled and that they 
would require time to consider the 
project in the light of the city’s new 
request. 

Mayo. who was the first 
speaker, placed the blame for the 
city’s financial embarrassment on 
the low tax rate that still existed 
in the city, while the cost of all 
materials and departmental salaries 
had increased. 

According to the statement of 
Mavor Key the city cannot pay for 
any part of the work to be done on 
Spring street. In summing up the 
financial situation of.” the city of 
Atlanta for 1920 he stated that the 
city will have $200,000 additiona!} 
revenue next year, but that $140,000 
has already betn voted for the in- 
crease in salaries recently allowed 
members of the police and fire de- 
partments. He then set out that 
the schools will have to be taken 
care of besides the other depart- 
ments that are calling for more 
money. 

“Gentlemen,” said Mr. Key, “I am 
trying to run the city as well as pos-

tions which will be of great interest. 
The statement is as follows: 

“1. Wholesale and manufacturing 
druggists, manufacturing opticians, | 
grinding to prescription, and whole- 
sale manufacturing and retail. sur- 
gical instrument and dental houses 
are considered as having the same 
exemption as provided for drug 
stores. 

“2. All restrictions placed upon 
the use of coal apply to the use of 
coke, 

“3. To prevent any possibility of 
misunderstanding, the committee 
states that plants, stores and offices 
opén outside of hours fixed by the 
regulations may use oil lamps, can- 
dles, gasoline or other means of 
lighting or heating in the produc- 
tion of which coal, gas or wood are 
not used. 

No Additional Fuel. 

“4. Soft drink, candy, tobacco, 
fruit and periodical stands located 
in drug stores, hotels, restaurants, 
railroad stations, pool rooms, 
ing alleys, or other places which 
are exempted from closing regula- 
tions,-or for which special hours are 
fixed, may do business at any time’ 
provided no additional light, heat 
or power produced by wood, coal 
or gas is used for the purpose out- 
side of hours prescribed. 

“5. Stores exempted, or for which 
special hours are provided, may at 
any time sell any goods in their 
stock provided no lights are there- 
by required in addition to those 
used for the sale of food, drugs or 
other things covered by exemptions. 

“6. Chemical. laboratories are 
classed as industries engaged in 
continueus processes. 

“7. Offices of physicians, surgeons 
dentists and others practicing sim- 
ilar professiong are not subject to 
any of fhe retrictions. 

Modifications Announced, 

“Additional modifications to the 
original regulations, the necessity 
for which has been pointed out, are 
hereby made effective at once, as 
follows: 

“1. All departments of coal mines 
with offices and commissaries inci- 
dentaN. to their operation are ex- 
empted. 

“2. Garages and automobile filling 
stations may operate outside of 
hours fixed for mercantile estab- 
lishments for storage, and for the 
sale of gasoilne, oil and accessories,

Declares Jenkins 


From Prison Cell 


Nashville, Tenn., December 3.—‘“Il 
am now in prison, because I refuse 
to give bail for one cent, as I will 
not even compromise with them un- 
der any circumstances,” writes Wil- 
liam O. Jenkins, the American con- 
sular agent, recently kidnapped by 
Mexican bandits, to his old school 
mate, John E. Edgerton, of Leba- 
non, captain of the Vanderbilt foot- 
ball team in 1901, when Jenkins 
played tackle. 

Elsewhere in this letter, which is 
written from the prison in Puebla, 
Jenkins says: 

“T regret very much the notoriety 
that has been given to my bit of 
hard luck, in being carried away 
by some bandits who live near here. 
but it has been unavoidable. al- 
though the incident would have 
been forgotten if the authorities had 
not tried to cover up their criminal 
responsibility in allowing this city 
to be unguarded by charging me 
abduction. So they 
used every means possible to 
cover up

“I have never in all my life seen 
such a farce as they are carrying 
out here, for 1 have been condemned 
without being allowed to present a 
single witness in my behalf, though 
I had them ready, and even  pre- 
sented them to the courts, but was 
told that they were too busy to hear 
them.

The present revenue laws need 
revising to meet new conditions, he 
said. He referred particularly to 
the excess profits tax laws which 
he described as being “objection- 
able even as a wartime expedient.” 
It would be still more objectionabie 
in peacetime, he added. “Less 
harmful forms” of deriving funds 
for the government should be em- 
ployed, the secretary. said, adding 


responsible for much of the iIn- 
crease in living costs because it had 
been passed on to the consumer.

In this connection, Mr. Glass also 
urged redrafting of the revenue 
laws to prevent the evasion of fed- 
eral taxes through the investment J 
of \wealth in the obligations of 
States and municipalities. He said 
laws should be enacted which would 
comp:!1 the reporting of such in- 
comes, although they are wholly 
tax exempt, and that that sum with 
other income of an individual should 
be computed as a basis for assess- 
ing federal taxes on the amount de- 
rived from: taxable sources. 

Relations between conditions in 
Europe and those in the United 
States were discussed by Mr. Glass. 
He said that, undoubtedly, there waz 
avery great need in Europesfor fi- 
nancial assistance, but that the sit- 
uation had been much exaggerated. 

“We must all feel déep sympathy 
“but we 
must not allow our sympathy to 
warp our judgment and.

ating European financtal needs, 
make thém more difficult to fiil. 
The problem of financing Europe 
belongs largely to the exporter be- 
cause industries cannot be reopened 
without raw stocks.

LIBRARY WORKERS’ PAY. 


Council cannot, in fairness, take 
any other than favorable action 
upon the petition of the staff em- 
ployees of the Carnegie library for 
a substantial increase in their pay. 

These faithful public servants 
are as deserving of the best recog- 
nition that the city can give them 
as are the firemen, policemen, 
waterworks employées, etc., whose 
salaries have, very properly, been 
increased to enable them to main- 
tain themselves and their families. 
The library salary schedule has 
been permitted to remain practi- 
cally stationary while the cost of 
living ‘has been climbing to its 
present unprecedented height. 

With the possible exception of 
the school teachers. the library 
workers are the poorest paid em- 
plovees of the city at this time. 
Especially is this true when their 
eompensation is weighed against 
their value to the community.

AN OBSOLETE SYSTEM. 


Abolishment of the fee system 
which is in operation generally 
throughout Georgia, and upon the 
basis of which most of the county 
officials in the state are paid, has 
been strongly recommended by a 
Chatham county grand jury. LY 
Such a recomgnendation is parvic- 
ularly pertinent at this time, in 
view of the probability of an in- 
crease in the state tax rate in the 
near future to carry into effect 
highway improvement and other 
legislation enacted by 
assembly last summer. 
With reference to this situation 
the Chatham county grand jury, in 
its presentments to the court, said: 


“It is the belief of your committee 
that the income of certain of the 
county officers will be materially in- 
creased by reason of the natural in- 
crease in property valuations and the 
probable increase in tax rates to 
take care of the retirement of the 
bonds recently authorized, and it is 
therefore recommended that the sys- 
tem of paying county officers from 
fees be abolished and that sufficient 
salaries be provided to fully remu- 
nerate them for the service they 
render.”

terest of clean and economical gov- 
ernment: and it should be adopted 
by every county in the state. 

The fee system of remuneration 
of public officials is obsolete and 
demoralizing, and it long ago out:

Washington, December 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Whatever may be the fate of 
the peace treaty, the record votes in 
the final hours of the extra session of 
congress is going to figure in next 
years’ senatorial elections. There 
is no getting away from it. There 
is no influence on earth that can 
keep it from becoming a factor in 
the campaigns that one-third of the 
members of the upper house must 
wage for re-election. Ratification 
will not end it, even if ratified on a 
basis of compromise. 
may trv to keep the covenant out 
of politics. But the people will not 
permit it. The issue is their issue. 
The covenant of peace and the 
“league of nations” strike too close 
to the hearthstone of every home, 
rich and poor, employer and worker, 
capitalist and borrower, to permit 
so vita] a question to fade out of the 
public mind so soon. “By their 
votes they shall be known”—the 
senators whose terms of office. ex- 
pire in March, 1921.

The foctball season of 1919 ende2 


up with the Army-Navy game in & 
way that proved a most fitting cli- 
max to the year, for not only was 
the widest spread of interest, but 
the game itself was the fastest 
played and the freest from fumbles 
of any contest during the season. 
Moreover, the game gave some 
measure of reason for the conten- 
tioh still advanced by many of the 
old school that a 
could be played and played without 
its being an ineffective pushing 
match. 

When the football season started 
with an enormous lot of interest 
and plenty of material everywhere, 
there wee no indication of the star- 
tling upsets which were coming and 
which made the season of 1919 one 
of the most remarkableof allgridiron 
years The Big Three conqguerea 
their first opponents with the usual! 
ease, if anything the score being 
higher that has been the case in 
former opening events. The same 
was true of Pittsburg, Syracuse 
Dartmouth, Cornell and srown, 
West Virginia, Penn State, Rutgers, 
Washington and Jefferson all like- 
wise ran up big scores on their 
opnronents, as did the Navy. 

The Army beat Middlebury, but 
with only the small score of 14 to 0 
and Pennsylvania secured only 16 
against Bucknell. Cornell had dif- 
ficulty, but won from Oberlin 9 
to 6. Colgate was scored upon by 
Susquehanna, but ran up 34 points. 
In all this there was nothing to 
make it seem likely that the sea- 
son would prove unusual in the way 
of scores.

But in the next few games the 
eyes of the fonothall public were 
opened, Boston college came down 
and heat Yale. Princeton had a 
terrifically hard time in defeating 
Lafayette 9 to Syracuse de- 
feated the Army 7 to 3.

contest with Bucknell, winning 21 
to 6.

During the meeting the attorneys 
for President Johnson, who request- 
ed a postponement until Monday for 
a hearing on the order of injunction 
restraining from holding the meet- 
ing at Chicago, asked that the hear- 
ing be moved forward to Thursday, 
December 4. The attorneys of the 
New York club were instructed to 
agree to the change in order that 
opportunity might be given the cly» 
owners to reach either city in ample 
time to attend the meeting. 

Before the board adjourned, pend- 
ing the court's decision on the in- 
junction, a resolution was passed 
authorizing Mr. Ruppert to make 
Such arrangement as might be nec- 
essary for holding the meeting here 
in accordance with the original reso- 
lution of November 19, subject to 
the court decision. 

Ruppert also reported the work of 
the American league committee ap- 
pointed to recommend a new chair- 
man for the national commission as 
virtually nil due to President John- 
son's refusal to meet the committee 
if Ruppert was present and the Na- 
tional league members refusal to 
participate in such meeting unless 
he was present. 

Mr. Comiskey, of the Chicago club. 
reported that owing to President 
Johnson’s illness it had not been 
possible to secure the papers in his 
custody bearing upon his contrac- 
tual relations with the league.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
TO NEW LOW GROUND 


New # York, 


—— 


December  3.—Ex- 
change on England, France and 
Italy dropped today to the lowest 
points of depreciation ever record- 
ed in this market. 

Sterling fell to $3.87% to the 
pound, against the pre-war quota- 
tion of $4,865. This represents a 
discount of slightly more than 20 
per cent in what for generations 
was regarded as the most stable 
form of international remittance, 

Francs or bills on Paris fell to 
the point where it took nearly 10 
francs to buy an American dollar, 
representing a depreciation of fully 
50 per cent, while the lira, or Ital- 
jan exchange, valued at 19.3 cents 
before the war; fell to a level where 
it took 12 2-3 of them to equal an 
American dollar. 

Dealers in exchange stated that 
a jarge part of today’s pressure to 
sell, especially of French and Ital- 
ian bills, came from commercial in- 
terests here and abroad, who of- 
fered their bills almost regardless 
of losses sustained. 

Cables from London quoted Amer- 
ican exchange there at $3.88 for a 
pound sterling, with predictions that 
the huge debt of England to this 
country would precipitate a further 
slump.
